At yesterday’s sitting of the Technical Edu- 
cation Commission in Dublin, Mr. Charles F. 
Ridgway, Secretary, Irish Transport Union 
(Hotel Workers’ Branch), giving evidence, ex- 
ressed agreement with all that had been said 
y experts at hotel conferences, and meetings 
of those interested in the catering industry.

The Free State Estimates. 


The Free State. Estimates for Public 
Services during the financial year 1927- 
1928 were issued yesterday. They will be 
studied by the taxpayer with interest, 
but we fear that he will derive little 
comfort Írom their figures. The total net 
expenditure for the year is £23,502,651, 
as compared with last year’s estimate of 
£25,788,214. Thus there is a reduction of 
£2.285,583, but it is more apparent than 
real. A few welcome economies have been 
made; but the chief item in the net 
“saving’’ is the sum of £1,191,520 under 


the heading of “Property Losses Com- 


pensation.”” While expenditure under this 
head has fallen from  £2,170,500 to 
£979,180, mainly in pre-

| £352,900 in the Local Loans account, so 


that the actual net economies in the 
spending departments amount to less than 
£750,000, or about three per cent. The 
cost of the Army has been reduced-from 
£2.483,785 to £2,183,767, and Army 
pensions have dropped from £430,000 to 
£217,160. Apart from these two items 
and the savings on non-spending services, 
therefore, the Free State Government has 
managed to reduce its expenditure by less 
than £250,000. It has saved £75,000 on 
the Ministry for Local Government, 
£58,500 on the Land Commission, and 
£22,300 on universities and colleges. On 
the other hand, the cost of various services 
has increased, The Ministry for Lands and 
Agriculture, for instance, requires an 
additional sum of £84,661; the Civic 
Guards next year will cost £1,569,865, as 
against last year’s amount of £1,517,074; 
the Post Office estimates have been swollen 
by £17,055. Some of these increases were 
mevitable ; but the taxpayer, yearning for 
some relief from his heavy burden, hardly 
will be consoled by that fact. 

The increase in the Post Office estimates 
is surprising in view of Mr. Walsh s recent 
prediction that for the coming year the 
deficit on the Post Office probably would 
be reduced to about £350,000. The 
estimate for the Post Office represents the 
gross expenditure on that department, and 
the gross receipts are treated in the 
national accounts.as revenue. The deficit, 
therefore, does not appear as such, and 
the estimates would be much clearer if it 
could be included. Last year’s deficit was 
£411,058, a figure which showed a satis- 
factory reduction on that of the previous 
year; but we fail to understand how Mr. 
Walsh can hope to achieve his ambition of 
a further reduction when he is demanding 
more money from Ddil Fireann, unless he 
anticipates some enormous’. windfall. 
Most of the other increases are trifling. 
Nobody will cavil at Mr. P. J. Hogan’s 
request for additional funds for agricul- 
ture; for his Ministry is the one depart- 


ment of State that is doing really con- | 


structive work for the country. Like- 
wise, most people will welcome the 
announcement. that the work of re- 
afforestation is .being extended. Outlay 
on primary education also must be 
regarded as a national investment, for 
which. reason. the increased vote of 
£60,000 is not dikely to cause much com- 
ment. All these additional votes will be 
more than balanced by the saving on the 
Army... The Government, undoubtedly, 
deserves credit for its work. in this re- 
spect. The Free State Army is being 
reduced steadily to reasonable proportions, 
in regard both to cost and .to personnel, 
and, while much remains to be done, en- 
couraging progress is being mace. | 

- When all these things have been said, 
however, the ugly fact must be faced that 
the Free State continues to be the most 
heavily taxed country in Europe. For 
the year 1926-1927 the gross expenditure 
was more than £30,000,000, and for the 
coming year, while it is likely to be less, 


justify a ‘substantial relief in taxdtion. 


| Revenue is flowing into the Treasury at a 
remarkably rapid rate, and it is quite 


possible that the Minister for Finance 


| may have a surplus at the end of the 


month. 'Nevertheless, the scale of taxa- 
tion is far too high, and until it is lowered 
appreciably there can be little hope of a 
renewal of prosperity. Piecemeal economies 
are of little use. The Government’s aim 
ought to be a Budget which, all told, will 
not exceed £20,000,000. At present the 
Free State is being administered accord- 
ing to standards that are far too 
_ambitious for a poor, _ self-governing 
country. Taxes here actually are higher 
than they are in Britain or Northern Ire- 
land, with the result that enterprise is 
being crippled. Business men are being 
forced to pay their taxes out of their 
capital. There is no elbow-room for pro- 
gress. Profits are disappearing into the 
maw of the national treasury, and the 
farmer is in a sorry plight. This condi- 
tion of affairs has been brought about 
largely by the Government’s insistence that 
the present generation shall foot most of 
the bill for the abnormal expenditure of 
recent years. Some idea of the sacrifice that 
has been made may be gained from the 
fact that during the three years 1924-25 
to 1926-27 the gross expenditure for the 
Free State was nearly £86,000,000. No 
country of the Free State’s poverty could 
sustain such a burden. 


The Lane Pictures. 


It seems probable that the request for 
legislation to transfer the pictures known 
as. the Lane Collection to Dublin will be 
urged once more upon the British Govern- 
ment; and we must hope that the 
request will be granted. The facts on 
which the Irish claim is based are simple 
and not in dispute. Sir Hugh Lane, to 
whose generosity our National Gallery 
owes some of its finest possessions, pro- 
posed to present to the Dublin Municipal 
Gallery (which he had founded im 1907) a 
remarkable and valuable collection of 
modern pictures; but he made a condition 
that the city should erect a suitable build- 
ing for the municipal collection. That 
collection was then, and is now, housed in 
an old mansion in Harcourt street, where 
the pictures are exposed to unnecessary 
risks and cannot be seen to advantage. 
The Corporation of Dublin—the time was 
1912—failed to rise to the occasion, and 
the .usual swarm of cavillers and 
detractors put in an appearance. There 
were disputes and difficulties about the 
site for the new gallery. In the end Sir 
Hugh Lane !ost patience, took the pictures 
away from Dublin, lent them to the 
London National Gallery, and in October, 
1913, made a will bequeathing them to 
that institution. In 1915, being about to 
start for the United States on a short 
visit, he changed his mind, and by a 
codicil to his will, dated February órd, 
bequeathed the thirty-nine pictures to the 
City of Dublin, on condition that a suit- 
able building should be erected for them 
within five years of his death. Having 
written and signed this codicil, Sir Hugh 
Lane went to America, and on his way 
home was lost with the Lusitania. When 
his will came to be proved it was dis- 
covered that the codicil was not witnessed, 
and was, by English law, invalid. The 
pictures, therefore, belong legally to the 
trustees of the London National Gallery, 
although it is clear that Sir Hugh Lane’s 
last formulated intention was to leave 
them to Dublin. | 

There ‘as been much controversy over 
the simple facts. The British Govern- 
ment appointed a committee to advise it. 
This. committee reported that when Sir 
Hugh Lane wrote the codicil of 1915 he 
thought that he was making a legal dis- 
position, but that it would not be desirable 
to give effect to the codicil, because it 
would constitute a grave legal precedent, 
and because Sir Hugh Lane probably 
would have changed his mind if he could 
have lived to see the new gallery at Mill- 
bank in London—a remarkable pronounce- 
ment. Some of the London Gallery's 
trustees, and some art critics on their 
behalf, have brought forward ingenious 
arguments of a like kind to prove that it 
is the British Government s sacred duty 
to keep possession of what is its legal 
property. Mr, Augustine Birrell, in an 
article advocating the surrender of the 
pictures, disposes of these arguments by 
one of his characteristic phrases: he says 
that this is “a nice, ethical problem of 
decent behaviour.” Lord Carson, also 
characteristically, has taken.up the case 
with vigour, and is striving to redress 
what he holds to be an injustice done by 
the law. The British Government may be 
a little deaf to voices from this side of 
the Channel, but it will have difficulty 
in resisting the rare combination of Lord 
Carson and Mr. Birrell. We would 
suggest to the Dublin Commissioners that 
they should set about the building of that 
gallery without any wait upon British 
legislation. 


Labrador Partitioned. 


A dispute of long standing between two 
British Dominions has been settled by 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. Newfoundland is the oldest of 
the British Dominions. The British 
settlers. who won its forests and its 
fruitful waters roved also over the main- 
Yand lying directly north, across the Belle 
Isle Strait. By nature the island,is a de- 
tached portion of the Labrador Peninsula. 
Over a hundred years ago the peninsula 
was partitioned roughly between New- 
foundland and Quebec. The portion 
draining into the Saint Lawrence was 
admitted to belong to the Province, whose 
French-Canadian trappers gather its 
harvests of pelts. The north-easterly 
coastline, however, was acknowledged to 
be the possession of Newfoundland, whose 
-colonists had written their names upon 
its map in Hamilton,inlet, Port Manvers, 
Cartwright and Cape Harrison. There 
remained the. bleak, northerly territory 
of New Britain, familiar to every school- 
. boy reader of romances under the name 
of Ungava. | 
Ungava Bay was adjudged to be the 
possession of Ouebec. Thus the partition 
of Labrador was virtually complete; but 
still a considerable inland area, even now 
only half explored and populated chiefly 
by nomadic Indians, remained in dispute.

The story of the Irish 
pack which fought on to victory in the 
mud, cheered by a drowning, but de- 
lighted, multitude, has excited such wide 
interest that the match against Wales 
will draw unprecedented hosts to 
Lansdowne road. When the soaking 
crowds dispersed, the rain . continued. 
With unabated liberality it streamed down 
from the skies throughout Sunday, and 
we hope that it was faced with fresh 
defiance by church-goers. Floods rose. 
On Monday the Liffey almost brimmed 
its banks in the midst of the city. 
Meadows were submerged. Roads every- 
where resembled that “ street paved with 
water ’’ which is the Thames. Gardeners 
who had failed to get their early potatoes 
planted, looked with dismay upon the 
flooded drills. The first of March dawned 
upon a dripping world.  Intermittently 
yesterday great, golden shafts pierced the 
clouds and made the green land lovely ; 
but the skies closed in upon a watery 
sunset, and the night was wet and wild. 
All this is as it ought to be. It is 
seasonable. It sharpens the relish for 
the lamb-like fairness that we expect at 
the month’s end—for April’s showers and 
the flowers of May.

“To think of Wales is to think of many 
things which we in Saorstat Eireann 
esteem most highly.”

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

Both the Northeri and Cantonese 
Armies have apparently decided to transfer 
the battle front from the Shanghai area to 
the west shore of Lake Taiho, approxi- 
mately 150 miles west of Shanghai. Infor- 
mation to this effect is available in the 
apparent decision of both sides not to 
press for battle in the vicinity of Sung- 
kiang, southward of Shanghai, and_ the 
attempt of both the Cantonese and 
Northerners to start an encircling move- 
ment west of Shanghai, with the purpose 
of cutting the lines of communication. 

The Cantonese strategy is now appar- 
ently based upon the scheme to make a 
sudden drive towards Nanking, northward 
of Shanghai, in order to cut off the 
Northerners from the supply base in Shan- 
tung Province; while the Northern forces, 
under the command of General Chang 
Tsung Chang, the Fengtien Tupan of 
Shantung Province, are attempting a 
similar scheme from Nanking, hoping to 
force the Cantonese to evacuate Hang- 
chow, the Chekiang provincial capital. 

Foreign military observers believe that 
the result of the new move will be the 
temporary relief of Shanghai from the 
danger of imminent atgack ; but they state 
that it is impossible to gauge the strategy 
of the Cantonese, owing to the fact that 
the Cantonese generals are being advised 
by expert Russian strategists, who make 
up in skill for the Cantonese shortage of 
men and munitions. 

It is expected that a declaration of war 
between Marshal Chang Tso-lin and 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu’s forces will be an 
early possibility. 


HOSPITAL INVADED BY CHINESE 
MOB. 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

A mob of Chinese, instigated by 
students, the Labour Unions, and the 
‘* Anti-Christian Union,” invaded the 
Church Missionary Society’s Hospital at 
Hangchow, on. February 24th, the day 
after the last two British doctors there 
had left for Shanghai. ‘The invaders 
demanded that the hospital and medical 
school be handed over to the Chinese. 
The Chinese staff which -had been left in 
charge of the hospital appealed to the 
authorities not to allow the mob to seize 
the property, as it was in Chinese hands. 
The authorities restrained the mob, and 
proposed that they themselves should take 
over the property without violence, The 
Ningpo Trinity College, belonging to the 
Church Missionary Society, .has been 
occupied by Southern soldiers.—(Reuter. ) 


MINESWEEPER DISARMS CHINESE 
BAND. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The Navy Department announces that 
the United States minesweeper Pigeon, at 
Hankow, disarmed 100 Chinese soldiers 
as they were landing from the Standard 
Oil Company’s steamer Mei Hund.. The 
vessel, which had been commandeered by 
the Chinese, was used for transporting 
troops. The arms taken will be handed 
over to the proper Chinese authorities by 
the American Consul-General.—( Reuter. )

BIGGEST DECREASE. 

The biggest decrease estimated for any 
single service is that shown in respect of 
Property Losses Compensation. The 
figures reveal a net reduction of 
£1,191,3520, or about half of the net de- 
crease estimated on all services. The 
total amount estimated for Property 
Losses Compensation in the financial year 
just-ending was £2,170,500, while the esti- 
mated expenditure for the coming year is 
only £979,180. | 

Compared with the 1926-27 figure, the 
estimated expenditure on compensation 
for pre-Truce damage for 1927-28 shows a 
reduction of £915,000 ; compensation under 
the Damage to Property (Compensation) 
Acts, 1923, a decrease of £245,000, and 
compensation under the Indemnity Act of 
1924, a decrease of £39,000. ; 


THE ARMY. 


Expenditure on the Army, the Minister 
estimates, will be £300,018 (net) less than 
in the financial year concluding. The 
amount is made up by an estimated de- 
crease of £60,578 in the pay of officers, 
N.C.O.'s, and men; of £45,000 in pfo- 
visions and allowances; £34,000 on 
barrack services ; £17,000 on transport of 
troops, £44,000 on the Army Reserve, 
etc., etc. 

The amount estimated for the military 
education abroad of specially selected 
officers is £4,460, a reduction of £540 on 
the 1926-27 figure. Particulars of the 
estimated expenditure on the Army Re- 
serve show that provision Kas been made 
for the maintenance .of a force of 2,800 
men, comprising 36 N.C.O.’s ‘and 364 
privates “for fourteen days, at a cost of 
£627; 2,000 reservists, at 9d. a day for 
183 days, costing £13,725; and 400 re- 
servists for 352 days, costing £5,280, mak- 
ing a complete total of £19,632. 

Other services which show fairly sub- 
stantial decreases are Army Pensions, 
Local Loans, Stationery Office, Public 
Works, Universities and Colleges, and the 
Local Government Ministry. The £75,000 
estimated decrease in the case of the last- 
mentioned comes from grants to persons 
and local authorities building or recon- 
structing dwellinghouses. The amount 
estimated for this service at the beginning 
of the 1926-27 year was £326,000, as 
against the £251,000 asked for the coming 
year. 


HELPING AGRIOULTURE. 

One of the biggest individual increases 
is that in respect of the Department of 
Agriculture, on which the expenditure in 
the coming year is estimated to be 
£655,000, or a net increase of roughly 
£84,000. on the 1926-27 estimate. This is 
largely accounted for by an increase of 
£61,000 on loans to co-operative creamery 
societies, the allocation of an extra sum 
of £7,753 for improvement of milk pro- 
duction, and the provision of an additional 
sum of £8,000 for loans for general agri- 
cultural purposes. 

‘It is mentioned that the advances to 
co-operative creamery societies will be 
made on terms approved by the Minister 
of Finance, following, presumably, on the 
passing of the proposed Agricultural 
Credit Bill. 

There is an estimated increase of 
£60,000 in the Vote for Primary Educa- 
tion; a sum of £47,000 is earmarked for 
principals and assistants in ordinary and 
model schools paid by capitation. The 
estimated total expenditure on primary 
education for the coming year is 
£3 605,852. ! 

In the Vote for the Civic Guard there 
is an estimated net increase of £52,791, 
the net total of the vote being 
£1,569,865. Salaries, wages and pay show 
an estimated increase of £24,652, and 
clothing and equipment £21,387. The 
estimated expenditure on the wages of 
§,651 guards for the current financial year 
was £066,169 for the financial year just 
beginning ; for 5,641 guards it is £985,232. 
The increase must be accounted for by 
incremental increases in pay. . 

The Vote for the National Health In- 
surance Commission shows an estimated 
net increase of £55,793, of which £39,000 
is in respect of medical certification and 
district. medical referees. The current

AMERICA HOPES FOR|

NAVAL ARMAMENTS 
LIMITATION.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
It was stated at the White House to- 
day that President Coolidge still hopes 
for a five-Power naval armament limita- 
tion agreement. While the President 
had not had the opportunity to examine 
carefully the replies from Great Britain 
and Japan and the unfavourable answers 
from France and Italy, it was said that 
he did not regard those communications 
as precluding the possibility of such 
agreements as he had in mind. It was 
insisted that the President's —pro- 
posals were confined strictly to the limita- 
tion of armaments, and were not intended 
by him to imply plans for the reduction 
of armaments. 

The President doubted, it was stated, 
the feasibility of a three-Power under- 
standing between Great Britain, America 
and Japan. He recalled that at the 


Britain took up the position shat she 
could not agree to the limitation of 
cruisers unless France was prepared to 
limit submarine tonnage. For the 
present, at any rate, the Washington 
Government is still working for the five- 
Power plan, and it is not without hope as 
to the ultimate results. 
GUN ELEVATION. 

The State Department is inquiring into 
the British attitude towards the proposed 
gun elevation on American battleships. 
It was stated at the White House that, 
in view of the controversy as to whether 
such alterations violated the spirit of the 
Washington Agreement, steps had been 
taken to ascertain exactly Great Britain’s 
feelings on the matter. 

A bill authorising expenditure for 
modernising the battleships Oklahoma and 
Nevada, including the elevation of their 
turret guns, and for the completion of the 
three ships now in course of construction, 
has been passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

NO MIDDLE COURSE, 
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In an editorial article upon the decision 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council on the question referred to them 
at, the petition of the Governments of 
Canada and of Newfoundland, The Times 
remarks that the material result of yes- 
terday’s decision is very great, but it is 
far surpassed in importance by the moral 
consequences to the Empire of the refer- 
ence of this case to the Privy Council at 
all. That shows the readiness of two 
great self-governing members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations to sub- 
mit a question which both deem to be of 
very great concern to settlement by 
judicial procedure, which they severally 
carried out in the fairest and friendliest 
fashion. It shows, also, that when they 
wanted a tribunal to decide such a ques- 
tion with the fullest legal knowledge and 
the most complete impartiality, abso- 
lutely free from the slightest trace of 
national or political bias, and bent wholly 
upon ascertaining and declaring the true 
legal answer to their inquiry, they 
naturally turned to the Judicial Com- 
mittee. This is a great tribute to the 
reputation which this Court has: won 
among the sister communities beyond the 
seas. 

Newfoundland and Canada have shown 
not only their confidence in British jus- 
tice, but their instinctive sense of the 
unity whicn underlies our legal concep- 
tions and the practice of our Courts. The 
decision is a splendid proof how well their 
confidence was founded. There was, in- 
deed, no middle course for the Committee 
to adopt. The contentions of the 
claimants differed too fundamentally to 
admit of compromise; but a weak Court, 
a Court prone to allow outside considera- 
tions to influence its right of law, might 
well have been tempted to seek about for a 
compromise in a cause of such magni- 
tude and such complexity.

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE.

SreciaL TELEGRAM. 
CWM, Tuesday. 
The small mining village 'of Cwm has 
been turned into a place of tragedy and 
mourning by one of the worst disasters 


‘in the history of the South Wales coal- 


field, as the result of an explosion in No. 
1 Marine Colliery, belonging to the Ebbw 
Vale Steel, Iron and Coal Company early 
this morning. 

Fifty-one miners are dead or missing, 
and little hope is entertained of any of 
them being alive. Of these five dead 


| bodies have been brought out, but although 


rescue parties have been making heroic 
efforts all day long up to a late hour this 
afternoon, there were only eleven sur- 
vivors of the sixty-two men working in 
the part of the pit where the explosion 
occurred. 


SCENES AT PITHEAD. 

Groups of men and weeping women 
have stood in inches of mud and in the 
pouring rain throughout the day at the 
pithead, hoping against hope that their 
comrades, or breadwinners, might be 
restored to them. Scarcely a house in the 
village but is affected by the cglamity. 
Among the dead are a father and. two 
sons, a father and son-in-law, and in two 
other cases the victims are brothers. A 
number of the survivors were taken to 
hospital. 


THE LOCATED BODIES. 

Sir Frederick Mills, the chairman of 
the directors, informed a representative of 
the Press this evening that twenty-three 
bodies had. been located in the Main East 
district, although it had not been possible 


| to bring them ont of the workings. It was 


believed that the other twenty-eight were: 


in the Black Vein district, but it had not ' 


been possible to reach them, and it was 
not known -whether they were alive or 
dead. 

The explosion occurred without . warn- 
ing, in the Main East and Black Vein 
districts of the mine. One hundred and 
fifteen men had gone down on the night 
shift, at eleven o’clock last night, but 
fifty-three of the men were working in 
another part of the pit, which was: not 
affected. These all came up in safety. 


SUFFOCATION BY GAS. 

The cause of the explosion which over- 
whelmed the sixty-two men has. not been 
explained, but the doctors called. to the 
scene are satisfied that the cause of death 
in the case of men whose bodies had been 
recovered or located was suffocation by 
marsh gas. 

Survivors say that there was a terrific 
explosion nearly a mile and a half away 
from the pit shaft, at about 1.30 a.m. The 
men were speedily overwhelmed by a fall 
of timber and roofing, or by the gas. 

Rescue parties were speedily organised 
by Mr. Hann, general manager of the 
Ebbw Vale Company; Mr, MeVickars, 
chief colliery agent to the company; Mr. 
W. H. John, agent to the company; Mr. 
John Gay, manager of the Marine 
Colliery; Mr.. Oliver, manager of the 
Waunllwyd Colliery, and Mr. Roberts, 
electrician. . 

Marsh gas was encountered from the 
beginning of the operations, and the 
whole of.the officials mentioned, with. the 
exception of Mr. McVickars, were dis- 
abled, and had to receive oxygen and 
brandy. In the case of Mr. John, he did 
not recover until two hours had elapsed. 
The Superintendent of the Rescue Station 
at Crumlin, Mr. Wimbourne, was also 
badly gassed. “ But he bravely stayed be- 
hind,” said one of his fellow-rescuers, “in 
order to see the rest of his party safely 
out. When I saw him hé came staggering 
out like a drunken man. It took a con- 
siderable time to bring him round.” 


RESCUE WORK. 


Nearly one hundred and fifty volunteers | 


and ambulance men were engaged in the 
work of rescue, and there were heart- 
breaking scenes at the pit-head when the 
stretcher bearers came up with their 
burdens. Nurses and Salvation Army 
women also rendered valuable assistance 
in the ambulance shed. 

Immediately the news of the explosion 
spread doctors were mobilised from all 
the surrounding villages, and they made 
an instant response. 


LITTLE HOPE. 


A DOCTOR’S VIEW. 


Interviewed as he came up from the pit 
this afternoon, Doctor McIntosh, of Cwm, 
expressed the opinion that there was little 
hope for the men who still remained 
below. “As far as I can make out,” he 
said, “ there must be between thirty and 
forty still entombed. With the exception 


of two I saw, who were brought up in-~ 


jured, there was not much evidence of 
their having met with violence. In the 
case of the bodies T saw it looked as 
though they had been stricken down 
suddenly.” 


MAN’S SACRIFICE FOR BROTHER. 

More than one story of unavailing 
heroism is told of those who lost their 
lives. Two brothers of the name of Button 
were working in the pit at the time of 
the accident. One, a married man, with 
several children, was rescued and brought 
to the surface in the early morning. He

half burnt away and his hair singed off.

RESCUED MAN'S STORY. 

William Brain, one of the five men who 
escaped on the main east section, was still 
suffering from the effects of the foul air 
when he told a Press Association repre- 
sentative of his experience. “I went on. 
the night shift, and was walking along- 
side my mate, Archie Parsons, and three 
other men,” he said. “We heard no: 
noise, and were unaware that there had. 
been any explosions The air, however, 
became thick and heavy, and we realised 
that gases were entering our section, We 
immediately made for the emergency exit, - 
if was a terrible experience. It was as 
though someone had got me by the throat 
and was trving to strangle me. I[ became 
dizzy and gave up all hope of ever getting 
into the pure air in time. Spots danced 
before my eves, buf still I struggled on. 

[we avout 1 \ ivds from the 
bottom ot.the pit when I becamé unconscious 
and fell in a heap in the roadway.

“A TREMENDOUS BANG.” 

Thomas Thornton, of Beaufort. one of the 
injured men taken tothe Ebbw Vale Hospital, 
said that he and George Woods were working 
about forty yards from the pit-bottom when 
they Leard a tremendous bang. “The force 
of thé explosion,’’ ne said, “ blew open some 
doors near us, and 1 was thrown towards the 
mouth of the pit. When I recovered my 
breath I called out. ' Follow me, George, 
and groped my way along the tram-rails to the 
cage. When we reached the a George 
tried to give the signal, but collapsed. I 
managed somehow to scramble on to the 
cage, and pulled him on with me, and finally 
we were pulled fip to safety.”’

The three men rescued and taken to hospi- 
tal were all detamed Smith is the: most 
seriously injured, In addition to a compound 
fracture of. the right arm and various scalp 
wounds he is suffering very badly from 
shock.

His lip was cut, and his hips were damaged. 
Curiously enough, Williams, who suffered 
the least physically, is in a very exhausted 
condition, and has almost completely lost his 
voice through shouting for assistance for hun- 
self and his comrades It appears that 
Chappell and Williams helped very pluckily 
in the rescue of Smith, despite their own 
precarions position. Not only did they make 
a temporary binding to support Smith's in- 
jured arm, but whey the rescuers lowered a 
rope they tied him to it, in order that he 
could be pulled to the top of the shaft. 

i THE FIRST ALARM. 

In reply to questions, My, Williams said 
that the first intimation that the men below 
had that an accident was occurring was when 
with a lond crashing noise dééris fell down 
the shafting. He thought that a number of 
men were killed outright. A considerable 
quantity of piping also fell down the shaft, 
and it was because of this that the rescue 
hoppit could not be lowered sufficiently to 
reach the men trapped below. Two of the 
missing men, named Rohinson, are bruthers. 
of Erdingley. One had only recently been 
married. 

Two instances of. narrow escapes from being 
involved in the disaster are provided by one 
man “who left work in the shafting about 
midnight, and by another, who, after being 
on the sick list for a short time, had in- 
tended going down with the unfortunate 
shift, but was prevailed upon by a friend to 
rest his hands for another day. 

RUSH TO THE PITHEAD. 

When the news of the accident was first 
heard by the people in the bungalows, where 
most of the men live. there was a rush to 
the scene by crowds of relatives and friends, 
and many pathetic incidents were witnessed 
at the pithead. Many of those who waited 
anxiously at the top of the shaft were 
women who had not stopped even to put on 
a single outdoor garment to protect them from 
the weather. After a time, however, everyone 
was asked to leave, and a guard of police was 
placed round the whole of the colliery to 
prevent anyone from approaching while the 
work of rescue was in progress.

Long before I -reached to 
the top I was exhausted, and feared that I 
should be, unable to complete the task of 
hauling myself up.’ 

Late to-night the colliery directors and a 
representative of the Ministry of Mines de- 
cided that, to the discovery of a 
deadly pocket of gas, the bleaticg would be 
best dealt with by clearing an #rwavy, and 
entering the affected workings from the rear. 
There is little hope that any of the bodies 
will be reached during the night. 
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Spectra, TELEGRAM. 
BILSTHORPE, Tuesday. 

One of the worst pit disasters the Mans- 
held mining area has experienced for a 
number of years occurred at Bilsthorpe Pit, 
situated about eight miles from Mansfield, to- 
day. Seventeen men were engaged on work 
in connection with the sinking of a shaft, and 
it is believed that fourteen have lost their 
lives. Three men who were rescued were 
Edward Chappell, married, of Chesterfield ; 
John Smith, «married, of Caunton, and Fred 
Williams, of The Bungalows, Bilsthorpe. 

An official report issued this. evening by 
the owners of the pit, the Stanton Coal and 
lron Company, stated that ‘‘ the accident oc- 
curred at No. 1 Pit,. at the Stanton Iron 
’ Works Company’s sinkings, at Bilsthorpe. The 
accident took place at approximately three 
o'clock ‘this morning. A_ sinking = shift 
had gone on at ten o'clock. The men 
usually knock off midway in the shift, and 
come to the surface for food. Some of the 
men had already come up to the surface for 
their food, and there were in the pit bottom, 
at the time, seventeen men, all sinkers. 

‘The accident has been caused by the 
rising water main, which served as a pump— 
which is a centrifugal pump—in the pit bot- 
tom. The rising main consists of steel pipes, 
eight. inches in diameter. For some reason, 
which we cannot say at present, the main 
broke away, and fell inte the pit bottom. 


DEPTH OF THE PIT. 

‘The sinking shaft, which is used, as a 
rule. for dding the lining of the shaft, was 
sixty-six feet above the pit bottom, and the 
depth of the pit at the present time is 276 
vards. The work which was being carried on 
at the time of the accident was. sinking. 
There was no walling or anything else being 
done. y 

‘Some of the men were preparing to get 
into the hoppit, or were already in the hop- 
pit att the time — but we cannot say 
definitely — to go up to the surface, 
when the pipes fell down, and fastened 
the hoppit in the bottom of the shaft. Rescue 
work was at once proceeded with, Mr. L. P. 
Linley, the manager of the colliery, was on 
the site directly after the accident, and the 
general manager, Mr. N. D. Todd, arrived 
af, the colliery about one and a half to two 
hours later. 

‘The winding rope had to be cut out and 
re-capped and the fresh hoppit put on. The 
rescue party then descended the pit, but were 
unable to get down further than two hundred 
vards from the top owing to the pipes in the 
shaft, which were hanging over the hoppit. 
However, ropes were lowered down to the 
three men ie or were alive, and the men were 
lifted out into the hoppit and brought t6 the 
surface. They were drawn up by ropes: to 
the hoppit. This happened between 8 and.9 
o'clock. 


“ALL GONE.” 

“ After this had been done Mr. Todd went 
down the shaft with the manager, made an 
examination, and got down as far as the first 
rescue party. He found, however, that it 
was unsafe to go any further. We were in- 
formed by the last man who was rescued 
that the remainder of the men were all gone. 
We could not get any further, and there was 
no reply in response to shouts.’” 

The statement went on to give the names 
of the three rescued men, and added that 
Williams stated that the men down the shaft 
were killed by the falling pipes.

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FARADAY LECTURE IN 
“DUBLIN. 
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Under the auspices of the Irish Centre of 
the Institution of Electrical. Engineers, Pro- 
fessor W. M. Thornton, O.B.E., D.Se., Fara- 
day lecturer, delivered. an exceedingly. in- 
teresting address at the Mansion Housa, 
Dublin, “yesterday aftegnoon, his subject 
being, “What is Electricity?” 

Chief Justice Kennedy; who presided,- intro- 
duced the lectuter. He said that. these. Fara- 
day lectures were founded to commemorate the 
celebrated man of™ science, Michae] . Faraday.’ 
Of very humble ‘origin, the son of a black: 
smith, Faraday commenced work as a bdok- 
binder, but .by sheer application, study and 
energy he raised himself to be one of the 
foremost men in the world of science, not 
merelyin’ one department, but in a number 
of departments, from chemistry te electricity 
and. magnetism. © His -researches practically 
laid the foundations upon which the great 


of his great characteristics was his gift as a 
lecturer, and it was proper that these lectures 
should have been founded to his meinory. 

| _ THE ATOMS. 

Within the limits of human knowledge, 
said Professor Thornton, they knew that the 
first thing made was electricity, for recent 
research had shown that the atoms of the 
universe were nothing more than spinning 
groups of electrical charges. Though the 
nature of electricity as a dual entity might 
be still unsolved, a good dea] Was known 
about it. First of all, it was a thing, or. 
as Herschel said of an atom, a manufactured 
article, not in the strict sense material, but: 
kind of snb-matter. .. The simplest atom o 
matter—that of hydrogen—had in its struc- 
ture one of each af two fundamental electric 
¢harges which’ Franklin had called positive 
and negative—but these names were mere 
titles, and conveyed nothing: they might as 
well been called heavy and light or 
right and Jeft, The @lectricity in the universe 
Was an incredibly vast store of energy: ‘there 
was enough enérgy in one pound weight to 
raise a hundred million tons of cold water to 
boiling point or to give 16,000 million horse- 
power for one, hour, | 
THE MAGNETIC FIELD. 

Electricity must be made from the ether; 
there was nothing else to take it from. The 
éther streams through the earth without 
resistance, .It was, therefore, impossible to 
apply force to it by ordinary matter, but it 
could "be twisted by-eléctricity-in motion, for 
around every electric current there was a 
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mend matters. -Where prospects were im- 
proving, it would not. be unfair that: those 
engaged in the industry should seek from the 
State such assistance as might fairly be 
claimed from it. The more practical and the 
less extravagant were the demands made 
upon the State, the more likely was their 
realisation. It was not the function of the 
State to spend the taxpayers’s money to prop 
up an industry merely because that industry 
was in bad health. He conceived it to be

tion of the original spin of the filament and 
of the superposed twist. | 

Such loops on a vortex thread were per- 
manent, and had ‘all the properties of the 
electric charges. When moved they produced 
circulation around their line of advance, in 
that way accounting for the magnetic field 
around a moving charge, and since the loops 
Were right and left-handed, their magnetic 
fields should be, as they were, opposite in 
sign. The loop twisted tighter should be 
smaller than that onened out—therefore, one 
electric charge should be smaller than the 
other—as it was, the proton was smaller 
than the electran, The rmaller should. offer 
greater resistance te the motion. The proton 
is much more difficulR to move than the 
electron, being 1,850 times more massive. 

' The lecturer then proceeded to illustrate 
how the electricities combined to form matter, 
and how such matter behaved when moved.

A GREAT FLOOD. 

In a letter dated January 8th, 1927, the 
general manager of the Kuala Reman Rubber 
Estates gives an account of a ‘‘ colossal flood’’ 
which occurred in December. The rainfall for 
the month was 97 inches, and from the 26th 
to the 29th 47 inches fell, the second day 
being 26 inches. The flood submerged the 
factory, bungalows, and all the vcoolie lines. 
All coolies were saved, except one who lost 
his head and jumped out of the boat. Most 
of the books lost in the mnd have been re- 
covered. 

The general manager adds :—‘‘As far as 
we can see the mre, <i are all right, but 
are buried in slime. The buildings need 
repairs and corrugated iron replacing, but 
the main structures appear sound. As we 
have practically to re-build the three lines on 
Kuala Reman, we will have to choose a new 
site on the hills: There is slime all over the 
estate, varying in depth from lít. to 4ft. 
deep. I have ordered two hand-follers to 
treat our sheet, as the factory will not be 
in use. for three to six weeks. All machines 
will have to be thoroughly overhauled before 
being used, 

“The actual loss on the estate itselfi— 
rubber trees—as far as can be seen at present 
is small, Talam had 5,000 trees blown over— 
later advice 2,000. I wish to record the very 
great appreciation of the magnificent 
behaviour of my staff.” 

The latest news is contained in a cablegram 
from Singapore dated February 28th :—‘‘Good 
crops estimate, Febrmary, 85,000lbs. to 
90,0001bs., if weather fine ; field progress good, 
rubber stocks recovered; no loss, health good ;

CLAIM FOR HALF STAKES AND 


HALF PURCHASE MONEY. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT) 

A summary summons was listed, in which 
Michael Boyle, of Anne street, Dundalk, 
claimed £595 from John J. McCauley, of 
Barngeeragh, Balbriggan, Co. Dublin, whereof 
£550 was for money alleged to have been 
received by the defendant for the use of the 
plaintiff, and for moneys due by the defendant 
to the plaintiff on foot of a verbal contract 
made between them on the 5th August.

£700 AWARD TO FARMER 
AFFIRMED. ; 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The Minister for Finance appealed against 
the decision of the Circuit Court Judge at 
Leitrim awarding £700 to Archibald J. 
Nicholls, a farmer, of Kilgrove, County Lei- 
trim, for the malicious destruction of fis 
dwellinghouse in 1922. 

Mr. T. J. Smyth (instructed by Mr. Wil- 
liam Reid), for the applicant and respondent, 
said that the shorthand notes of the case nad 
been lost, and the President of the High 
Court directed a rehearing. The question of 
ma! ce was not disputed. The case turned 
on the amount of the award to be made. 
The applicant was an old man of 70 years, 
who lived with his family at Kilgrove. bron 
tne end of 1921 he was subjected to a system 
oi persecution. Trees were cut down, jus 
gates were broken, and eventually his house 
was destroyed. The applicant was o-..uged 
to go and live with relatives in County Long- 
ford. 

Archibald J. Nicholls, the applicant, bore 
out counsel’s statement, and said that in 
1922 his house was raided and the roof pulled 
off. Everything was taken out of the house ; 
the floors were set on fire, and he was told 
to go to H——. On another occasion raiders 
put him down on his knees; and later they 
tied him up and kicked him. 

Having heard witnesses on both sides as 
to the value of the destroyed property, their 
Lordshias affirmed the Circuit Judge’s award, 
and dismissed the appeal with costs.

A THIRD PARTY NOTICE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Judgment was delivered in an application 
heard on Monday in the case of the British 
Thomson Houston Company, Ltd., v. Litton 
and Co., Ltd., Dawson street, Dublin. The 
action was brought to restrain the defen- 
dants, as ened. infringing patents con- 
nected with electric vacuum lamps and 
electric gas filled lamps for illuminating pur- 
poses.
